did him, when they voluntarily

and unanimouſly recommended 
him, according to their undoubted 
and original Right, to the Vicar of 
King ſton, to be their Miniſter, and 
for whom, notwithſtanding the hea- 
vy Burden, and great Expences, they 
had ſuſtained in building, adorning, 
endowing, and conſecrating the 
Chapel, found Ways and Means to 
provide for him a comfortable and 
happy Maintenance of 100 J. a 
Year and upwards, if that might 
be called ſo, for a young Man in 
Deacon's Orders, at the firſt ſet- 
ting out his Foot into the World, 
in ſuch a beautiful Place, in ſuch 
a Neighbourhood, and amongſt 
ſuch good Friends, and new and 
valuable Acquaintance. I wiſh it 
were in my Power to ſay better 
Things of his Succeſſors: But they 
being,

being fince dead, I ſhall leave 
them, and their Conduct and Be- 


haviour towards their Flocks, un- 
til it becomes abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary to lay their Conduct and Be- 


haviour in a proper Manner before 
your Royal Highneſs; together 
with theirs who now (per fas aut 
nefas) have aſſumed the preſent 
Management and Government of 
the Chapel, and pray, preach, and 
adminiſter the Holy Sacrament 
therein by Letter of Attorney; a 
new-· invented Inſtitution, and ne- 
ver, till now, heard of, either in 
the Civil, Canon, Common, or 
Statute Law; nor, until lately, 
did any thing bear any Semblance 
thereto, until a Sect of wrong- 
Headed, giddy, and unthinking 
Rabble, attempted to Methodize

Chriſtianity, and, if it was poſ- 
| able, and in their Power, the 
ſettled and eſtabliſhed Church of 
this Nation ; and have begun to 
{ſpread their Venom amongſt us ; 
And, if it were poſſible, to get 
into ſome Eccleſiaſtical Benefice or 
Preferment ; and, in order to ac- 
compliſh the ſame, climb up on 
the Outſide of the Fold like a 
Wolf, a Thief, or a Dog; for 
they love not the Sheep but for 
Hire ; which, as Occaſion re- 
quires, I ſhall attempt to do. 


AT preſent, Matters are not 
ripe for this; neither, in my 
poor Opinion, is it proper now 
to make any further Mention of 
it, becauſe it will ſpeedily be 
laid before a Court of juſtice,

Tuls, with the following ſhort 
Remark, muſt, and, I hope, will 
be my Apology for thus intruding 
into your Royal Preſence; as like- 
wiſe my Excuſe to my Neighbours,

And why 
has it been declared by ſuch Cu- 
rate, that, as he has no Occaſion, 
ſo he never intended to receive

Dioceſe, always called over at 
every Viſitation, the Curacy of the 
Chapel of St. Ann's, Kew-Green, 
was omitted, as it was at the laſt 
Viſitation. How this happened, or 
why, or by whoſe wiſe and aſſiduous 


Care this was done, I ſhall not take 


upon me to determine; but muſt 


leave it to your Royal Highneſs 
and the World to judge. My own 
Apprehenſions are, that ſuch a 
worthy honeſt Clergyman, our 
now licenſed Curate, deſcended 


from a Family as antient as the 


Morman Conqueſt, with a paternal 
Eſtate of 2000 J. a Year and up- 
ward, would not permit his Name 
to be inſerted in ſuch Roll, and 


publickly called over, and publiſhed, 
in the Face of all the other worthy-

IN ſome Part of the raudulewr 
Management which hath been, 
and is now, carrying on, with re- 
ſpe& to the Revenues of the Cha- 
pel ; permit me, as it is my Duty, 
to acquaint your Roy ar. HichNkss, 
that you have, with great Art, 
and pious Cunning, been hitherto: 
(under the ſpecious Pretences of 
utmoſt Gratitude and Reſpect)

| Your overflowing charitable 
Bounty and Beneficence to them 
(unworthy as they have been) hath 
been returned with a Fineſſe equal 
to Men of their Skill and Judg- 
ment. The firſt Curate you 
ſhewed your Royal Favour unto, 

was the laſt that died ; and he, in 
Return, in a compleiſane Manner, 
declared, That all your Family 
ſhould be accommodated with 
Seats every-where all over the Cha- 
pel ; and therefore there was no 
Occaſion to appropriate any more 
Seats or Pews for your Uſe, beſides 
the Two Seats ſet apart for the Uſe 
B 4 of 
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[ xx ] 
of the Lady Capel, and her Family, 
which ſhe has endowed, having 
charged all her Eftate at Kew with 
the Payment of 107. a Year for 
the ſame for ever, ſo as ſhe, and 
thoſe who ſucceed her in her Eſtate 
there, quietly enjoyed the ſame : 
The true Reaſon whereof is, that 
although he was allowed by your 
Royal Highneſs more than what 
was the eſtabliſhed and ſettled 
Rates to the Miniſter, for Six of 
the beſt Pews in the Chapel ; if 
he gave Satisfaction to your Fa- 
mily, in this complimental Man- 
ner, he would let out the Pews, 
which ought to be fo appropriated 
to your Uſe, to ſuch as would give 
moſt for the ſame; and which he, 
and I doubt not but his Succeſſors, 
have or will do accordingly : 
Whereby

Whereby the Rates of the Pews 
(large and exceſſive as they are) 
are doubled or trebled in this Par- 
ticular by your Royal Highneſs :

25 of Kew-Green, who had raiſed 
and contributed very conſi- 
derable Sums of Money, by 
voluntary Subſcriptions, and 
otherwiſe, towards erecting a Chapel there 
for their own Eaſe and Convenience, 
and in finiſhing and adorning it with 
all Things proper for the publick Wor- 
ſhip of God, and in the purchafing 
of Lands for Endowment thereof, be- 
fore it could be conſecrated ; concelv- 


ing 
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ing themſelves liable to many Inconve- 
niencies, for want of their Miniſter's con- 
ſtant Refidence amongſt them, and ap- 
prehending themſelves aggrieved in ſeve- 
ral Inſtances relating to his Conduct; 
and their Miniſter and the Chapelwarden 
diſagreeing in the Diſtribution of the 
charitable Offerings given at the Sacra- 
ment ; | 


An humble Repreſentation, ſubſcribed 
by ſeveral of the then Tnhabitants, and 
thoſe not of the meaner Sort, was, in 
the Year 1717, (much too ſoon after it 
was ſo erected and conſecrated) laid be- 
fore the then Right Hon. and Right Rev. 
the Lord Biſhop of the Dioceſe ; wherein 
the Particulars of their Grievances were 
enumerated : By which Repreſentation! 
it was prayed, That his Lordſhip would 
pleaſe, either to recal his Licence granted 
to Mr, Fogg, or oblige him to a con- 
ſtant Reſidence on his Cure; and, in 
ſuch Caſe, give the Inhabitants ſuch 
Relief, in the ſeveral Matters of their 

Com- 


a 


Complaint, as ſhould be juſt: A Copy 
of which Repreſentation, with a ſhort 
Abſtract thereof, is inſerted in the Appen- 
dix, No. I. 


To this Repreſentation, Mr. Fogg 
tranſmitted his Anſwer to the Biſhop ; 
a Copy whereof is in the Appendix, 
No. II. And ſeveral Matters of Fact in 
the Repreſentation being by ſuch Anſwer 
diſputed, or, at leaſt, not clearly ad- 
mitted, the Inhabitants found themſelves 
under an abſolute Neceſſity of proving 
the ſeveral Facts they had aſſerted and 
affirmed : And, in order hereunto, they 


delivered to the Biſhop a Replication to 


Mr. Fogg's Anſwer, which is inſerted in 
the Appendix, No. 3. 


Tnus the Proceedings on this Com- 
plaint ſtood before the Biſhop, when 
Mr. Fogg defired a Meeting might 
be had, in order to. an amicable Settle- 
ment thereof, and to "reſtore mutual Re- 

ſpect

ſpet and Affection between him and 
the Inhabitants for the future. 


His Requeſt was no ſooner made, 
but granted ; and it had this good Ef- 
fect, that the Matters complained of, 
fave as to the following Particulars, were 
amicably adjuſted, and the Whole was 
reduced to the Three following Points; 
which were ſubmitted to the Biſhop's 
Determination in a ſummary Way, as 
improper to be determined by the con- 
tending Parties, 


Anp, that it might be thus deter- 
mined, it was agreed, That the Matters 
of Fact, upon which theſe Points aroſe, 
ſhould be admitted, that the Biſhop 
might have the Whole before him for 
his Judgment, without the Trouble and 
Expences, to the Parties, of a long and 
tedious Examination of Witneſſes, who, 
if Hudibras's Deſcription holds, would 
not give much Light in the Caſe ;

Fur - Witneſſs, like Watches, go 
Sometimes too faſt, ſometimes too flow, 


Taese Preliminaries being thus ad- 
juſted, the Biſhop appointed the 
Day of 1717. to hear and deter- 
mine this Controverſy: On which Day 
Mr. Fogg, and ſome of the then Inhabi- 
tants, of his Party, and in his Intereſt and 
Way of Thinking, attended. 


Ax, on the other Party, Sir Charles 
Eyre, then one of the principal Inhabi- 
tants of Kew, who (in much Gratitude to 
his Memory, it muſt and will always be 
acknowledged) had a great Share in the 
Trouble and Expence of bringing theſe 
Matters to Perfection. And Sir Charles 
was attended before the Biſhop by ſome 
other of the Inhabitants, who thought 
they were aggrieved by Mr, Fogg's Con- 
duct, and were to juſtify the remaining 
Part of the Repreſentation, particularly 
the three Points hereafter mentioned, not 
determined, but amicably ſubmitted to

the Biſhop's Judgment and Directions: 
Such of the then Inhabitants, who, having 
borne the Heat and Burden of the Day, 
ſtrove for Juſtice, and to ſupport their 
Right and undoubted Property, as alſo 
for Liberty; and would not voluntarily 
ſubmit. to be any longer Prieſt-ridden, 
nor to the Pride and Inſolence of one 
whom they were to ſupport and maintain 
by generous and voluntary Subſcriptions, 
as well as for the Seats in the Chapel fo 
built, adorned, endowed, and conſecrated, 
at their own Expences, and for their 
own Convenience, as before mentioned: 
The Revenues whereof, including the 
Endowment, at that Time not exceeding 
5 J. a Year in all, amounted in thoſe 
Days only to 100 J. a Year, although it 
is fince increaſed to above double that: 
Such, who, not unlike the true Mother 
of the Child ſpoken of by Salamon, would 
(rather than it ſhould be deſtroyed) ſub- 
mit ſuch their undoubted Right to be de- 
termined as above, rather than give up 
the ſame tamely, in a Way diſagreeable

to Perſons of their generous Diſpoſitions; 
who had Courage enough, maugre all 
Difficulties thrown in their Way, to con- 
quer them all; and would not, with Eſau, 
ſell their Birthright for a Meſs of Pot- 
tage, as, it is too well known, has been 
lately done, 


Ir fell to the Part of one of theſe Sort 
of the Inhabitants, who was in this Way 
of Thinking, to offer to the Biſhop what 
occurred to him to juſtify theſe Parts of 
the Repreſentation and Complaint, which 
remained undetermined ; which he did 
(unequal as he was to perform it) in the 
following Manner : 


Arn ſtating to his Lordſhip how the 
Matter ſtood, on the Forms of the Pro- 
ceedings before him, and the Subſtance 
of what related thereto, as herein before 
mentioned, he thus proceeded :

JT is with great Pleaſure 25 Satiſ- 
faction I now appear with my 
Neighbours before your Lordſhip, and 
have it in my Power to acquaint you, 
That ſeveral of the Matters contained 
in our Repreſentation are amicably ad- 
juſted and ſettled between ourſelves. 


ALL that we humbly pray on both 
Sides, under this Head, is, That, if you 
approve thereof, your Lordſhip will con- 
firm the fame under your Epiſcopal 
Seal. 


As to what remains, which, as we 
apprehend, are not proper for us of 
the Laity to meddle with, we have 
not preſumed to determine the ſame; 
but herein all Parties, by mutual Con- 
ſent, ſubmit the Determination thereof 
to your Lordſhip's judgment and Di- 
rections.

Wr likewiſe humbly ſubmit it to 
your Lordſhip, whether it may not be

Security to us, to reſtrain Mr. Fogg 
from keeping or appointing Curates to

For, when they inter-pewed with the 
Inhabitants of Richmond, the Miniſters 
and Curates there, looked upon it as 
their Duty to take care of us; to viſit 
and pray with 'the Sick ; to baptize 
Infants, in caſe of Danger of Death ; 
to bury the Dead, and to exerciſe all 
other Parts of a Miniſter's Function. 
And they were adjacent to us, much 

nearer 
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nearer than Mark-lane in London, where 
our Miniſter has hitherto reſided : But 
ſince we are withdrawn from them, 
and have, at the Expence of 600 J. and 
upwards, procured a Chapel for our own 
Accommodation, and pat ourſelyes under 
the Care of another Miniſter, and have 
agreed to provide a competent Mainte- 
nance for him, I fear they look upon 
themfelves diſengaged from. any Care 
of us ; and may juſtly decline, if not 
totally refaſe, to come to our Relief, 
although in Cafes of the greateſt Ex- 
tremity; at leaſt, as it too often hap- 
pens, unleſs they are well paid for it. 


II. As to the Frequency of cate-

The fifty-ninth Canon ſays, it ought 
to be every Sunday; but if Mr. Fogg 
will do it on the firſt and other Sun-

it, being fatisfy'd of Mr. Fogg's good 
Behaviour ; and therefore either were not

To ſpeak to each Article of the ſaid 
Repreſentation ; As to the Non-refidence 
of Mr. Fogg ; It is anſwered, That there 
being no Houſe for the Miniſter, he has 
Lodgings on the Place; where he cer- 
tainly is four Days in the Week, viz. 
Tueſdays, Wedneſdays, Saturdays, and 
Sundays ; and all other times, as the 
Duty of his Cure requires : 'That he is 
not conſcious of any Neglect, that has 
happened on any one Sunday, during 
his Miniſtry : That he has not fail d offi- 


ciating himſelf, above four Sundays, to

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the beſt of his Recollection, in the whole 
Year ; and then took care of a proper 
Supply: He acknowledges, that on Week- 
days there has been an Omiſſion or two, 
particularly in O#ober laſt, occaſioned by 
his being cited to a Viſitation at Epſom, 
together with the Chapelwarden and 
Clerk ; otherwiſe Prayers have been con- 
ſtantly read in the ſaid Chapel, on Wed- 
neſdays, Fridays, Saturdays before the 
Holy Sacrament, and cn all Holy-days, 
* though ſometimes (in bad Weather) to 
ſo ſmall a Congregation as four Perſons, 
particularly on Friday the 22d of No- 
vember laſt paſt : That he is at-all times 
ready, on proper Notice, to viſit the 
Sick ; and challengeth the Subſcribers to 


bring one Inſtance to the contrary, 


As for a Deacon's reading Prayers in 
his ſtead ; He humbly ſubmitteth to my 
Lord Biſhop, whether a Perſon of that 
Order is not impower'd fo to do, as alſo 
to adminiſter the Sacrament of Baptiſm,

As to his reading Prayers in Boots; 
He grants, that, coming to his Cure on 
Horſeback, he has ſeveral times put his 
Gown over them, and ſometimes, in ex- 
treme hot Weather, the Surplice only : 


But for reading with fo low a Voice, and 


after ſo rude and ſo irreverent a Manner, 
That he abſolutely denies, and appeals 
to the worthy Perſons above-mentioned 
for his Juſtification. As to his not read- 
ing the Exhortation before the Commu- 
nion, his preaching ſo frequently and ſo 
preſſingly on that Subject was the Occa- 
ſion of it. 


As to his not Catechiſing ; He declares, 
he is ready at proper Times ſo to do ; 
but hopes he cannot be blamed in this 
Point, ſince there are no Children ſent 
to him in order to it; and as for the 
Charity Children, they are conſtantly 
catechiſed at Brentford, where their 
School 1s, 


As 
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As to his concerning himſelf about 
the Bell; He is poſitive, it ſeldom, if ever, 
rings leſs than a Quarter of an Hour, 
often longer; but, when he obſerves a 


good Congregation, he does not make it 
wait for any particular Perſon, thoſe of 
the firſt Quality never ſo much as de- 
firing it. 


Laſtly, For the Miſapplication of the 
Communion Moneys, charged upon him ; 
He craves Leave to refer to the State of 
their Diſtribution hereunto annexed : But 
in this, and all other Affairs, he intirely, 
as in Duty bound, throws himſelf upon 
my Lord Bifhop's Wiſdom and Goodnels, 
For any thing that he has been ſo un- 
happy as to have done amiſs in, he aſks 
God and his Lordſhip's Pardon, and faith- 
fully promiſes to correct it for the fu. 


ture, 
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To conclude: He intreats his Lordſhip, 
in all Humility, to conſider how clan- 
deſtinely this Affair is carry d on againſt 
him; none of the Perſons engaged ever 
acquainting him with it, and many of 
them, but the laſt May, Subſcribers to the 
direct contrary, as appears by the Teſtimo- 
nial annexed, particularly Mr, Lely, and 
the Chapelwarden ; who, though deſired 
by the Curate over and over again, to 
attend my Lord Biſhop, together with 
him, in order to receive his Lordſhip's 
Determination about the Communion 
Money, he never would fix any Time, to 
the occaſioning this long Delay, and the 


Non- diſtribution of the three laſt Col- 
lections.

Appfcation, Mr. Fogg the Curate did, 
on May the 12th 1715. humbly ſubmit 
to the Determination of the Right Rev. 
Father in God Jonathan Lord Biſhop 
of Wincheſter ; who was pleaſed to com- 

mand, 
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mand, that the Moneys collected at the 
Holy Sacrament ſhould be diſpoſed of in 


the Manner following ; viz. 


The Collection on Eaſter Day was to 
be intirely the Miniſter's. 


The other Collections to be diſpoſed 
of at the Diſcretions of him and 
Chapel warden. 


Sir Charles Eyre, then Chapelwarden, 
was ſtill for converting the whole Col- 
lection to the Chapel; at length, being 
November the 6th 1715. the Miniſter 
and Sir Charles did agree, that conſider- 
ing there were not many Poor on the 
Place, That the Prieſt, from the Sen- 
tences appointed to be read at the Offer- 
tory, as well as from the Practice of the 
Primitive Church, (which Sentences he 
conſtantly did read) had a Right todſhare 
in the Collection; and further, that there 
was not a Rate ſufficient for defraying 
the neceſſary Charges relating to the Cha- 
pel ; that upon their ſeveral Accounts, 

the 
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the Moneys collected at the Sacrament 
ſhould be divided into three equal Por- 
tions, the one the Miniſter's, the ſecond 
the Chapel's, the third the Poor (ex- 
cepting that on Eaſter Day). 


In purſuance of this Agreement, the 
ſubſequent Collections were divided (till 
the late Diſagreement) ; and we humbly 
conceive, that the Alms and Oblations, 
the pious as well as charitable Uſes, men- 
tioned in our moſt excellent Liturgy, 
were fully anſwered by ſuch a Diviſion.
